Secrecy in government is again in the headlines with the TV man 
getting canned because he gave a weekly newspaper some secret 
government papers. I fully believe in freedom of the press, 
but some things go a little too far. It is necessary for gov- 
ernment to have things that are not for everybody to know - the 
recent publishing of CIA agents names lead to at least one un- 
called for death of a fine mah.

Within a few minutes an 
announcement was made that 
Rostovzev had become sud- 
denly ill, and because of this 
the show could not be finished 

No official explanation of 
the incident was ever given. 

This story is a tremen- 
dous testimony of the power of 
the Bible, and it should be a 
challenge to each of us to 
SHARE GOD'S WORD EVERY- 
WHERE.

Treasury Says 
It’s No Joke, 
$2 Bill Is Back 


If you received one on April 
1, you might think it was an 
April Fool's joke, so the U.S. 
Treasury Department is wait- 
ing until April 13 to reissue 
the $2 bill. 

Printing of the bill was dis- 
continued in 1966, with the 
low level of public demand 


cited as the primary reason. 
Reissuance of the bill was 
prompted by recent studies 
which show major savings re- 
sulting from the reduction in 
the number of $1 bills required. 

At present, the $1 bill repre- 
sents about 60 per cent, or 1.7 
billion, of the total number of 
currency pieces produced an- 
nually. By gradually replacing 
half of the face value of the 
annual requirement with $2 
notes, the Treasury expects to 
save $35 million over the next 
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five years. 

A portrait of Thomas Jeffer- 
son by Gilbert Stuart will be 
on the face of the bill, and a 
rendition of “The Signing of 
the Declaration of Independ- 
ence” by John Trumbull will 
be on the back. 

By April 13, 1976, which is 
Thomas Jefferson's birthday, 
more than 225 million $2 bills 
will be ready.

FISH KILL 


A lot of people called me 
this week about fish dying. 
Silas Crumpler out the Ozark 
Highway called me about his 
fish dying Saturday afternoon, 
Crumpler mentioned that when 
he cut some of the fish open 
they appeared tohavefireants 
in them. Later that night I 
got in touch with Dr. Dan 
Gardner at Auburm. He said 
that they had received a lot 
of calls from south Alabama 
in the past 48 hours about 
fish dying in ponds. It 
seemed that most of them were 
small to medium size bream. 
Horce Windham of New 
Brockton also. called plus 
several other people 

This is what happened: Due 
to the warm weather fire ants 
have began the mating season 
During certain stages the fire 
ants have wings, and they are 
able to fly but not too well 
Many times they come down 
in a pond the fish eat the ants 
Fire ants have a material in 
them which when eaten by 
fish causes the fish to lose 
their equilibrium. When they 
lose control, many times the 
fish will be washed into 
Shallow water and their gills 
are exposed causing them to 
die 

Fortunately, most of the 
fish killed were small, and 
the experts think that the fire 
ant mating season will be 
over quickly and the problem 
will be taken care of

- COMMUNITY OF PROGRESS 


During the past year, Dist- 
ricts accomplished the follow- 
ing: Sponsored Farm-City 
Week, District’ Week, and 
assisted in sponsoring con- 
servation contest and con- 
tributed cash prizes. They 
also sponsored Soil Steward- 
ship Week and furnished 
material to ministers and lay- 
men for use is 102 churches 
on soil stewardahip. Districts 
entered the Goodyear Contest. 
Coffee County won Ist place 
in Alabama. 

Furnished bulletins and books 
on conservation to 48 schools. 
Classes on conservation are 
being taught in 14 schools. 
Eighty-four farm meetings 
were held and 513 news items 
written on conservation. 

Assisted 262 additional 
farmers in preparing new soil 
conservation plans on their 
farms. This brings the total 
District Cooperators to 8,156. 
Some of these farmers have 
completéd their plans. Others 
have just begun their conser- 
vation work. 

Soil Surveys have been com- 
pleted on 1,471,794 acres in 
the District. During the past 
year, 2,352 acres were plan- 
ted to pasture. The main 
plants used were Bahia and 


- Coastal Bermuda grass. 


Crimson, ball or white clover 
was overseeded on part of the 
new pasture plantings; 3,072 
acres were cleared for 
pasture. 

District Cooperators con- 
structed, 1,079,035 feet of par- 
allel terraces, smoothed 3,468 
acres of land and seeded 165 
acres of waterways ,to take 
care of terrace water. They 
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water system was installed.

also constructed 15,913 feet of 
drainage ditches to improve 
wet land. Soil building crop 
rotations were carried out on 
126,597 acres during the year.

3,657 
acres of wildlife feed’ strips 
were planted. During the year, 
327 farm ponds’ were con- 
structed and stocked with fish. 
Sixteen springs were develop- 
ed for stock water. 

The farm census shows an 
increase in land for roads, 
towns, wooldland ana pasture 
with a decrease in cropland 
but a general increase in per 
acre yields. The number of 
farms has declined. Overall 
production has increased. The 
average investment on farms 
increased to double that of.10 
years age.

Region 2 isalsovery strong in 2-A. Florala and Headland lead 
their respective areas with excellent marks. Florala 20-5 
is a big physical ball club with State playoff experience. The 
Wildcats are led by 6-3 center Willie Williams who is averaging 
over 17 points and 12 rebounds a contest. The Cats shouldn’t 
have much trouble in area competition.
